The  long  court*  oj  the  auti  slavery  diacoa- 
aion  ahoarea  this.  The  drat  anti-slavery 
meu  Aolo  not  practical  politician*,  but 
moralists;  they  demanded  immediate  and 
unconditional  cmaucipatlou,  l>oc»  aa  ala* 
Very  W  ii  unjust,  and  injualice  ought  at 
any  price  to  ba  removod.  Three  excellent 
men  had  but  little  direct  influence  on 
practical  p  >1  idea  tortile  answer  to  their 
appeal  «*•  t hit  the  Constitution  forbade 
interference  with  at  a  very  where  it  existed. 
Whit  they  did  waa  to  ndvertisf  to  the 
people,  with  wonderful  courage  and  per 
linaciiy,  the  ino»i*troua  wickedneaa  of 
alaveiy.  The  political  leader#  ot  the  mi 
nurity,  however,  seised  their  op  irtunity, 
and  at  the  auapici  ana  tune  tun-id  a  policy 
upou  the  slavery  q  iestiou  which  waa  both 
practical  and  conatitutioual.  They  aaid, 
‘•We  will  not  touch  alavery  in  the  atatea 
where  it  exiat — tuat  would  be  unconatitu 
tioml;  lint  wu  dent  and  th.it  it  aliall  not 
be  extended  to  the  territorie-a,  which  are 
controlled  by  the  Federal  Government 
With  that  policy  they  appealed  to  the 
people;  and  as  it  wua  both  right  and  prac 
tic  al,  and  constitutional,  and  as  the  mi¬ 
nority  possessed  very  aide  lenders,  who 
freely  met  their  opponents  in  public  deb  ite 
in  timu  they  achieved  a  perfectly  legiti 
mute  p  diitcil  victory. 

A  minority  ia  contemptible,  and  muit 
fsil,  when  it  Ini*  neither  principle*  nor 
p  -I icy  to  oppose  to  the  majority  ;  but  re¬ 
lies  npoti  abuse  of  its  opponents,  or  mere 
criticism  of  the  majority’*  blunders.  For 
in  such  a  case,  unless  the  majoiity  i*  ex¬ 
traordinarily  corrupt  or  inefficient,  the 
people,  seeing  no  ptincipVs  at  issue,  w  ill 
condone  its  offences,  and  maintain  it  in 
power,  nut  of  a  conservati  e  spiiit  which 
is  one  of  tlie  most  valuable  qualities  in  a 
free  people.  Nor  are  they  u  long  in  this; 
for  ii  the  minority  have  no  saualactnry 
policy  or  principle*  to  offer,  their  struggle 
la  merely  one  lor  place  or  office,  with 
which  the  people  have  but  little  sympa¬ 
thy.  • 

In  general,  inefficiency  is  m>Ve  quickly 
resented  by  the  people  in  their  rulers  than 
corruption,  unless  that  runtimes  tffc  dimen 
•ions  ot  mere  vulgar  robbery,  like-Tweed's 
ia  New  York;  but  the  strongest  appeal  <>t 
m  minority  to  the  Ainu,  *  wi.  people  is 
against  tujweVfT'e,  and  a  party  in  power 
mav  lote  an  election,  ami  find  itself  sud¬ 
denly  deserted  by  its  strongest  friends 
among  the. people,  on  such  an  issue  aa  that 
called  the  Portland  (dug  Iiaw,  which  was 
believed  to  attack  tlie  liberty  of  the  press. 

A  strong  aud  able  minority  is  a  very 
important  part  of  a  legislative  body.  Its 
office  there  is  to  examine  and  criticise  tbs 
propositions  and  acta  of  the  party  in 
power;  to  scrutinize  its  expenditure*;  to 
expose  ita  inefficiency,  its  usurpations  of 
power;  to  ridicule  its  blunders:  and  to 
oppose  all  attempts  at  bad  legislation. 
Wliot*  a  minority  is  stronj  in  vote#,  and 
has  able  leaders,  the  first  eftet  of  its  vfgl 
lance  is  to  make  the  party  in  power  more 
carelul  in  administration  and  legislation, 
and  thus  to  benefit  the  country;  and  its 
second  effect  ia  to  rally  to  its  side  the  most 
independent  and  ablest  ummfeera  of  the 
tnijoiity,  and  thus — if  the  majority  is  in- 
•  B  -icut  or  corrupt — to  prepare  the  people’s 
in  uds  lor  a  change  at  the  elections. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  where  a  legisla¬ 
tive  minority  In*  ka  ability  and  statesman¬ 
ship.  and  offers  a  merely  factious  or  trivial 
opposition,  it  ia  very  apt  to  fail  into  con-, 
tempi  with  the  peop  e,  aud  to  iujure  its 
own  prospects  ot  political  success..

Propagation. — “How  can  doctrines  be 
propagated  among  Pcdobaptistsf"  was  the 
qm  *ti»n  at  th#  Baptist  Ministers'  Confer 
rente  yesterday.  One  speeker  uttered  an 
exceeding)/  weighty  and  precious  truth 
which  Was:  “Wc  should  labor  to  disacmi 
natc  the  doctrine."  The  talk  about  “Hip- 
tiit  doctrine,"  ‘  our  sentiments,”  ’-owr  doc¬ 
trine*,"  leans  toward  eecle-iasticitm,  tradi¬ 
tion,  man's  leadership.  We  are  always  in 
danger  there.  Any  truth  loses  power 
by  living  degraded  from  ita  position  aa  the 
doctrine  ot  Chriat  to  that  of  the  doctrine 
of  s  sect,  "  our  doctrine,”  "Baptist  doc¬ 
trine."  The  cotnmdn  use  of  fitich  terms 
indicate*  a  degree  of  apostacy.  The  truth 
may  be  held  and  taught,  but  it  Ir  wrongly 
held  — thv  spirit  is  defection. 

The  New  York  OAaerrar,  more  than  any 
paper  we  sec  is  exercised  upon  the  qure 
tion  of  the  civil  allegiance  of  Roman  Oath 
olic«,  a*  affected  by  the  new  dogma  of 
Infallibility.  Ail  Europe  is  stirring  in 
the  matter,  but  America,  thus  for,  hss 
maintained  a  calmness  which  hs token*  no 
sense  of  danger.  Thn  Obtemtr  evidently 
feel*  called  upon  to  do  what  it  can  to 
aroua*.  the  nation  fiom  this  security,  giving 
Ita  leading  article*  for  the  three  past'  weeks 
to  the  subject.  From  the  close  of  its  *e 
cond  article  we  quote. 

It  is  important  for  Americana  to  observe 
that  at  any  time,  when  events  might  give 
an  occasion,  every  Catholic  in  tits  Unit 
ed  State*  might  lie  oound  by  the  higher 
allegUnre  to  unite  tn  on  effort  to  eaUbRsh 
a  monarchy,  to  erect  tlie  Church  a*  sn 
preme  over  the  Hint*,  or  to  placa  all  edu¬ 
cational  institution*  adder  scclevisatical 
control.

Whe¬ 
ther  there  ia  any  dangrr  that  suck  a  claim 
may  lie  maintained  in  oar  country  is  krrela 
vsnt,  and  the  suggestion  should  not  be 
n  lowed  by  political  sitifiee  to  blind 
American  patriot*  end  Christians.  The 
wafer*  of  (At  claim  set  up  by  mil  it*  defrn 
dees  4*  sw*  point  for  Americans  to  COB 
prebend,  to  consider,  and  if  need  be  to 


believe  we  interpret  the  thought  of  a  nuui 
lierlcea  multitude  ul  «ur  citizen*  wheu  we 
sty  that  n<>  human  wisdom  is  competent 
for  this  work,  sod  that  He  who  made  the 
uatmna  it  the  only'  source  of  relief.  Let 
the  President  appoint  a  last! 

The  MtUuniui  in  .till  dtaacuaatng  the  re¬ 
lation  which  Methodist  Bishops  bear  to  the 
geucral  Conference,  n  claim  of  indapeud 
nice  having  recently  been  set  up  for  them 
much  to  ita  alarm.  One  of  its  recent  sigu- 
meiits  i*  as  follows 

There  »*,  however,  in  our  Church  a  sepa 
rate  and  sufficient  issaiil  for  the  subordi¬ 
nation  of  the  bishops  tor  exetut-vr)  to  the 
General  Conference  (or  legislature),  lu  the 
fact  tiiat  they  exercise  by  appointment  the 
lunciion  ol  presenting  miuiste  *  to  *11 
Methodist  pulpit*.  This  is  au  enormous 
power,  and  iu  order  to  render  the  use  of  it 
-ate,  our  fathers  took  great  pains  to  make 
the  subjection  of  li  e  episcopacy  to  the 
General  Conference  to  plain  as  to  be  bey¬ 
ond  dispute.  Kings  have  beeu  patrons  ot 
pulpits,  and  to  bavt>  uobleuien,  and  so  have 
learned  uoiver*ilies,*but  pur  bishop*  have 
concentrated  in  their  bands  a  patronage 
which  is  without  a  parallel  in  ail  Protest 
autsm.  To  make  them  independent  would 
lie  suicide  ;  we  tuay  be  assured  that  the 
General  Conference  will  never  surrender 
its  powers  **  patron,  especially  nowjas  the 
laity  are  constituent  nu  mber*  of  that  iiody. 

As  our  law  his  thus  far  been  understood, 
the  bishops  administer  this  patronage  as 
the  sgi-nts  of  the  General  Conference,  with 
a  quick  and  immediate  amenability  to  it ; 
and  this  is  the  only  safe  arrangement  lor 
all  parlies. 

But  this  abl*  and  excellent  journal  in  a 
a  patriotic  and  statesmanlike  manner,  as 
well  ua  Christian  spirit,  discourses  on  the 
aspects  ol  our  National  Donate,  aa  follows: 

"Thu  senate  of  the  United  States  ha* 
undergone  several  considerable  change,  ol 
character  within  the  last  thirty  years.  The 
oretic.ill  y,rt  is  amor*  perui-uuut  body  (ban 
lb*  House.  Practically,  it  has  proved  to 
lie  mote  changeable  Member,  of  the 
{  House  Come  anil  go  (More  frequently  than 
,  those  of  the  Senate,  but  the  budy  as  a 
I  whole  preserves  the  same  general  traits  — 
l  The  Senate  is  a  very  different  kind  ol  a 
i  body  from  What  it  was  in  the  days  of  Clay 
and  Webster  and  Calhoun  —different  from 
what  it  was  when  Douglas*  led  it— differ¬ 
ent,  from  what  it  was  during  Mr.  Lincoln's 
administration. 

B-  fore  the  Slavery  question  became  pre¬ 
dominant,  we  were  proud  to  call  our  Sen¬ 
ate  the  most  dignified  body  in  the  erulUL 
Iu  leading  uieuzbaw*  were  looknd  up  to 
with  WsWVMpful  reverence.  Each  of  them 
represented  a  principle,  sod  gsve  himselt 
up  to  its  adV'H-acy  with  all  the  earnest 
mss  of  which  h*  was  capable.  Each  had 
a  strong  b  >nd  of  followers,  who  supported 
him  bouevtly  and  with  an  enthusiasm  ol 
winch  he  waa  quite  worthy.  As  the  sla¬ 
very  question  rose,  our  statesmen  ranged 
tliauitclvet  tor  or  against  a  single  principle. 
On  one  iidc  it  was  not  a  noble  one,  bill 
still  the  question  wai  one  of  public  policy, 
and  commanded  support  or  opposition  on 
public  grosnds,  without  immediate  refer 
ease  to  pe-tsoual  intercat.  Thy  names  of 
chose  who  in  the  Senate  ropreaenled  the 
opposition  to  slavery  are^pniong  the  most 
precious  inheritances  of  olfr  history.  They 
had  moral  courage  that  Ms  never  been  as 
celled.  They  gave  tode  to  the  Senate  dur 
mg  the  war,  and  kept  the  mind  of  the 
rouutry  fixed  on  life  one  great  question,  to 
thu  practical  exclusion  of  all  others. 

It  became  *  habit  with  the  people  to  look 
to  the  “tnoiA  question"  only.  Tits  habit 
lasted  after  the  occasion  which  had  origi 
tinted  it.  passed  away.  The  "main  qu-s 
lion  Idtd  gradually  lost  iti  importance,  but 
public  men  have  still  been  regsrdrd  aceor 
t  >  »lt*  poattious  they  once  occupied 
towards  it;  with  too  little  reference  to  their 
fitness  to  deal  with  other  questions,  or  to 
their  personal  character,  lienee,  as  other 
matters  than  the  original  issues  of  the  re¬ 
bellion  and  reconstruction  have  com*  up 
to  claim  attention,  the  Senate  ba*  ceased 
to  appear  at  an  advantage  and  is  begin¬ 
ning  to  appear  very  much  at  a  disadvan¬ 
tage-  The  men  who  were  fairly  fitted  to 
do  the  old  work  do  not  prove  to  competent 
to  perform  the  n«w  tasks  that  or*  allotted 
to  them.  The  judgment  Which  enabled 
them  to  decide  promptly,  correctly  and  in¬ 
dependently,  when  the  question  was  of  a 
war  measure,  foils  them  when  they  are  call¬ 
ed  upon  to  act  on  peace  measures.  Many 
of  them  seem  to  hark  lost  their  own  minds 
and  become  slaves  of  the  caucus.  Tlie  de¬ 
votion  which  waa  one*  so  admirably  given 
to  the  country,  and  to  the  party  which  at 
one  lime  represented  it.  ii  now  given  to  the 
party, 'which  no  longer  represents  the  whole 
e  u-itry ;  yet  not  so  much  to  ‘the  party  ss 
to  •  traction  of  it.  , 

Public  men  ore  net  now  impelled  to  lay 
down  personal  mms  it  the  face  of  an  she 
•orbing  public  peril ;  fhetr  personal  am¬ 
bitions  insist  upon  being  satisfied  Their 
weaker  nature  asset t*  itself.  Many  <f 
them  ore  believed  to  lie  seeking  aelt  ad 
voneement  at  the  expense  ef  the  pnblic 
good,  some  are  openly  charged  with  cor¬ 
ruption. 

If  we  may  judga  from  recent  election*, 
the  character  of  the  Senate  is  about  to  be 
changed  again  and  lor  fhe  better.  Evi 
dent  y  the  Mina  ia  working  its  way  into  the 
electoral  lx  idles  that  the  new  question* 
which  arc  anting  require  new  men  to  meet 
them,  and  that  the  personal  chninctrr  of 
our  law  maker*  in  s  matter  of  first,  not  ol 
second  rate  important*.  The  right  of  in 
dependent  Judgment  has  beeu  aaaerted. 
with  satisfactory  results,  in  one, or  two  leg 
ialature*.  The  ifew  Senator*  am  man  of 
good  repute.  From  their  own  utterances, 
or  of  (boss  of  their  supporters,  we  judge 
that  tome  nf  them  intend  to  prefer  the 
publ  c  good  to  that  of  them*  Ives  or  of  the 
chief  <>t  thn  part  r —  which  in  no  smell  gain 
The  Senatar  elect  fr>*n  Michigan  declares 
that  he  will  avail  himself  on  all  proper  oc- 
«v*»ions  of  the  liberty  o(  supporting  or  cp 
posing  measure*  upon  their  hirrile,  accord 
—  to  his  convictions  of  right,  and  with 
to  the  interests  of  the  whole 
There  is  pressing  need  in  the 
Senate  of  men  who  will  do  this,  and  we 
hope  that  e*  many  of  them  ns  ie  poesibls, 
will  be  returned.

If  toil  is  employed  which  I*  foul 
with  weeds  or  than,  seed*,  th*  extra  lebnr 
and  expanse  required  to  remove  them  will 
use  op  the  profit*.  I  should  prefer  setting 
them  on  ground  that  ba*  hod  thorough 
cultivation  iks  previous  ft*).  Cora  ia  a 

Cd  crop  to  precede  berries.  If  they  are 
red  to  bo  extra  early,  th*  aen  etooo  ta 
the  soil  tlie  better.  This  feet  ie  not  gener¬ 
ally  known.  The  earliest  lierrie*  in  market 
those  grown  on  toil  where  ameil
